BASIS FOR ROAD SELECTION 



Pike Should Carry Traffic as Cheaply 
as Possible — Expensiver High- 
way Often Cheapest. 

When a city or county or state de- 
cides that it is timo to build new 
ronrts it is not tlu> iiuKuint of monoy 
in tlio tr(\isury niiil the inilciim' that 
should dotoriniue the type of roa«l, 
but the amount it will cost to move a 
li'.ii :i mile ovt>r Iho rond. 

That is the fmulaniental basis on 
which road construction planning^ must 
be founded. iuiordiTip: to Georse 
Dichl. ch.-iinnaM of the jrood roads 
hoiird of the Aineriean Automobile :is- 
soc'iation. lie points out tliat it is 
the function of a road to carry traffic 
and that it should do so as cheaply 
as possible. 

■■( Mu'ai'ly" does nr)T mean in the cost 
of building; and ninintaining the road, 
but the relation of the total expense 
to the total vehicle tonnaire carried, 
which is the road cost to carry a ton 
a iiiilc, or till? ton-mile cost. 

"In order to arrive at the ton-n>ilc 
cost." says Diehl, "it is essential, first, 
to have the total cost of construction 
and maintenance ; next, to have the 
amount of traffic tonnage. The fli'st 
cost m\ist lie th(> result of a properly 
kept system of reconls, and the total 
cost of maintenance and. construction

comparatively no expense to the state. 



WORK AROUND HOME GROUND 



New Responsibility Placed on Every 
Farmer by Improvement of Rural 
Roads and Highways. 



The improvement of rural highway.s 
and the building «f good roads lay a 
new rcsixiii -ihility uf)()n every faruu^r. 
It means that there will be a greatly 
increased amount of traffic passing by 
his liomestcad; it will briiis him more 
closely in touch with (he outsich; 
world, iiic!;:'ling citizens from the im- 
mediate nei;;hborhood, from the. sur- 
ronndlng counties and indeed from 
inan.v jiarls of ttther states. 

Th(> farnr. r and liis home life are 
now brouglit more directly to the at- 
tention of the general public. Under 
these circumstances H. F. Major of the 
Missouri (•(.liej:e of agriculture sug- 
gests that lie take more pride in the 
development of his home grounds. "A 
man is known by the company he 
keeps," so the character of a man is 
jvid^'cd by Ills honu; life and the at- 
mosphere with which lie surrounds 
himself. 

The improvement of the grounds 
does not necessarily imply spendiiij; 
great sums or buihlin;; an extensive 
♦'Slutw I'liice" decorated with architec-, 
tural furnisbing.s and formal gardens. 
It means treating the yard as an f>ut- 
of-door liviir,' room; as a part of the 
house. It means, k<'epinj? it clean ami 
neat and coiufortable and cheerful. It 
should be decorated with fine trees, 
beautiful 11 ivverin;: shrulis. and with 
annual and perennial lluwcrs that fill 
the soul with gladness ami make home 
n lovable f.pivt surrounded by endear- 
ing associationsi 



Percentage of Germinating Ability 
Easily Determined by Method 
Described Herewith. 

(.From the United States Department of 
Agriculture.) 
The percentage of alfalfa seed that 
will grow can be easily determined by 
means of a simple tester. The seed 
should ho tliorouj,'hly mixed, after 
which 100 of- 200 seeds should be count- 
ed out. The seeds should be placed 
between two pieces of blottin;: paper 
or two folds of a piece of flannel cloth, 
care beiii!,' taken that the seeds do not 
louch one another. The seed contain- 
er should then be put on a plate, well 
moist (Mied without saturating, covered 
witli anotlvn- plate inverted, and the 
tester then placed where the tempera- 
ture can be kept at about 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit. After about three days 
tli(> siH-nuled seed should be counted 
and removed each day until about the 
sixtli. when most of the good seeds 
will have sprouted and the percentage 
that will grow can be determined. 
Some hard seed are occasionally pres- 
c\\t in a sample. These may be alive, 
but they require additional time for 
.uerniination. In the case of Clrimni 
alfalfa as much as 35 per cent of the 
seed Is frequently hard.

NAIL HURTS ARE DANGEROUS 



If Immediate Attention Is Not Given 
Wound May Cause Lockjaw or 
Permanent Lameness. 

It is better to be safe than sorry ! 
When a horse .'■•teps on a nail take no 
< liances. Ren)ove the nail as soon as 
possible and thoroughly cleanse the 
wound. When a horse limps investi- 
gate the cause. The removal of the 
nail can easily be accomplished with 
an ouiinary claw hammer, a small 
block of wood being used as a fulcrinn 
over wtiich Xo pry. If the nail is not 
too large a pair of pliers Is suitable for 
this work. 

If not cared for immediately the 
wound may cause lockjaw or perma- 
ncnt lameness. For cleansing the 
wound a syringe and warm water may 
be used if care is taken to cleanse 
'thoroughly. The best method is to ap- 
ply liberally any coal-tar product, such 
as creolin. as it is effective in break- 
ing up the infection. If a nail wound 
is given immediate and careful atten- 
tion the life of a horse is usually safe.

Most Wonderfuf Courier Service in the 

World Takes the Place of the 
Telegraph and Railroad. 



Travelers who return from the re- 
mote Interior of vast countries where 

telegraphs and railways are practically 
unknown will tell you of the? astonish- 
ing swiftness with which news travels, 
(lesi>ite the seeming absence of fa- 
cilities. 

Away in the wilds of the Tibetan 
border, or in the Mongolian deserts, 
hundreds of miles from the nearest 
elegr.iph wire, the traveler will per- 
chance hear of some momentous event 
ii'. the ourside world within an incred- 
ibly short while of its happening. This 
rapid transmission of news is the work 
of natives employed in courier services 
of higher organization than we have 
ever ('reamed. China, tliat spacious 
land where distance is measured by 
days, not miles, affords the best ex- 
ample. I'or, although the means of 
communication by rail and telegraph 
have greatly developed there of late, 
the bulk of the interior is still virgin 
to these inventions of the "foreign 
devil," and China still maintains what 
luis been from time immemorial llie 
(uost wonderful courier service In the 
world. 

It is now laaiuly controlled by the 
Chinese post oflicc, and the mileage of 
the courier lines has recently reached 
(he stupendous figure of 136,000, or 
about aVs times the circumference of 
the globe. By road, river and track, 
radiating from the capital of Peking, 
ir other important centers, couriers 
are speeding without ceasing, night 
and day. to almost every corner of thi> 
'),000,000 square miles of country which 
form -the Chinese empire. The cou- 
liers are all stalwart men especially 
chosen for their physique, powers of 
endurance and knowledge of routes. 
They work in relays, eat as they go 
along, and are supposed not to stop 
until Ihey have handed the mailbag to 
the next relay. An average speed of 
M miles a day is often maintained.

Summer is a season of trial to the 
housewife. Not only does the heat do 

much to add to her discomfort, espe- 
cially if she must spend a good deal 
of lier time in a hot kitchen cookiilg 
tlie family meals, but that summer pest 
I — the fly — comes to make her life mis- 
erable. It is a menace and a danger 
to the health of her family. While it 
; remains in her house she is not free 
from the pcjssibility and probability 
of catching some di-ead disease given 
her by the liarmless little insect that 
lights on her food. 

Almost everyone knows nowadays 
! that flies are bred in the filthiest spots 
; imaginable; that tliey live on filth and 
I carry germs of typhoid and other dread 
[ disf-ases fi'om one place to another, 
i Then^fore their extermination is neces- 
' sary to the {^iv)d health of the family, 
I and every one that enters the house 
j must be killed immediately, 
j Wbile screen inj; every -window in the 
home is undoubtedly expensive, still 
money is well spent for this purpose, 
for by shutting out the pests you are 
safi'gnarding *the health of the whole 
family. The most convenient scieens 
are those made on adjustable wood or 
steel frames, for these may be inserted 
in the windows at will and taken out 
when wanted. Or a wooden frame may 
he made the full size of the outer cas- 
ing of the window and covered witli 
wire screening. This may be inserted 
in the sjiring and removed in the an- 
tunm, or, if desired, tlie fecreen may 
be left In all the winter, especially in 
the upper rooms, to prev(Mit children 
from failing out wiien tiie windows are 
open. 

If you do not feel that you can af- 
ford to spend money on screens of this 
sort, you can bar the lionse fly effec- 
tivel.v by tacking mos(iulto netting, 
which costs but a few cents a yard, 
to the outer window casing so as to 
cover the whole window. This will 
Inst one se:ison, can easily be torn 
down and replaced cheaply and easily 
the next spring. 

Many housewives who take the pre 
caution of screening all their windows 
and doors are still troubled by the pres- 
ence of flies. They cannot understand 
where the pests come from, as all ap- 
parent (Mitrances to tlie house are cut 
off. But if tliorc are open fireplaces 
in the houses flies will come down 
tliese, even though a fire may he burn- 
ing at the time. Screen the fireplace 
by tacking mi mosquito netting. This 
will keep the pests out. 

The home cook tan do much to alle- 
viate the fly evil by keeping hei 
kitchen immaculately clean during 
the summer season. Flies love to con- 
gregate in hits of food, and if there 
Is any left Ijing about they are sure 
to take advanta;ie of the fact. As soon 
as a meal is finished,- clear up the 
dishes Immediately, scrape them clean 
of all food and put them to soak in a 
di>h basin. Put ail extra food away 
in the icebox at once, leaving nothing 
about that may become coutauiiuuted 
b.v the pest. 

Tf In spite of your precautions you 
(tre still bothered with flies, it is best 
to invest in fly paper or some other 
port pf exterminator, and to put these 
{ibout the house. They should' be 
placeil. howevoi". beyond the reach of 
children's hands, as all fly destroyers 
. apo nmde up largely of poison. One 
! of the best ways of exterminating 
j these pests is to buy one of the wire 
1 fly killers sold in any of the big stores 
j and to go about the house "swatting" 
! the fly nntil this dangerous and really 
i deadly insect has been completely ex- 
; terminated.
